MINUTES 

IN JUSTIN FISCHER'S ABSENCE, KIM BEAN WAS ASKED TO TAKE THE MINUTES OF THE MEETING. 

Chip opened the public mee t ing t o discuss the adopt ion of t he New Rate Structure and asked each 

person present t o refer to t he FAQ handout 

PUBLIC COMMENTS: 

DAN AUSTER-Has the District ree'd any calls or questions since the mai l ing wen t out explaining the 

proposed block power rate s t ructure? 

CHIP-Yes. I have received some calls and knocks at my door f r o m people and I have t r ied to correlate 

the questions posed in to the FAQ's presented today 

DAN AUSTER - We all knew increases were coming in one f o rm or another and I have to say I l ike this 

idea. The overal l increase w i l l be m in imal (about $60 /mo) for most of us. It beats the a l ternat ive 

numbers of $.70 - $1.00 per Kwh. I personally fall in t he m idd le of t w o blocks but I w i l l play it safe and 

upgrade to the next level to be safe. I want to say thanks to the Board for all their hard work on this 

issue. We are all in th is together and it sure could have been much worse. 

TERRY BELL - Do you really th ink af ter a year or so on this Block Power Agreement rates w i l l be able to 

decrease? 

CHIP - Depends on the Progression of the Project 
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JEFF WELKER - The blocks go f r o m 2400 to 4800 and so on. . .why no 3600 block or say 1000 Kwh step 

ups? 

CHIP - W e had t o equal ize every th ing to as close t o averages as w e cou ld. To have t o o many levels 

wou ld have proved impossible t o manage 

BOB COOKSEY - Do you have PUC approval fo r t he rate increase? 

CHIP _ PUC does not govern TUID's rates; however , we st i l l have t o f i le w i t h t h e m . W e have t o have a 

public meet ing and repor t t he change in rates t o t he PUC but t ha t is all 

DAN LARGENT - W i l l th is e f fect NPS and Aramark too? 

CHIP - Separate project . This w i l l not af fect NPS or Aramark 

DAN LARGENT - 1 am concerned about lumping t he RV Park and Boat Storage in to Ticaboo Resorts Block 

CHIP - The RV Park and Boat Storage w i l l remain Small Commerc ia l accounts for base rate but usage w i l l 

come out of t he block purchased by Ticaboo Resorts, LLC. Current Block s t ructure w i l l equate t o 

$12,000 per m o n t h in revenue and make t he RV park more a t t rac t ive f o r consumers. The RV Park could 

be very beneficial t o t he District in t e rms o f usage 

DAN LARGENT - Can I buy another house and put that house under my one block agreement? 

CHIP - No. We can do this f o r commerc ia l 

DAN LARGENT - Wha t if he (Dave Curtis) Leases or sells one o f t he businesses, does it come o f f t he 

block? 

CHIP - L e a s c . n o . Only if t he re is a change in ownersh ip 

TOM HILL - Remember fo r t he Boat Shop and the RV Park they are st i l l paying as smal l commerc ia l 

accounts but if consumpt ion goes OVER 2000 K w h / 1 2 m o average, it w o u l d go t o a large commerc ia l 

account. W e st i l l benef i t by th is. Dave was actual ly consider ing c losing the RV Park before this p lan. 

DAVE CURTIS - True. The RV Park costs us to be open now so w e we re p lanning t o close it d o w n w h e n 

and if current tenants moved ou t . Fees associated w i t h indiv idual hook up are not realistic fo r an RV 

customer. Now we can market t he spaces 

KENT HINTZE - Uses Board as an example o f Financial f lexibi l i ty... Dave Curtis, you are not hur t ing fo r 

money, Jim Bell, you are not hur t ing fo r money, Tom Hill and Rick Br inkerhof f bo th are able to l ive here 
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okay, and Chip you don ' t count because you don ' t pay anyth ing. Those o f us o n f ixed incomes are t he 

ones hur t ing and w e have no choice but t o go a long 

CHIP - Fair S tatement. . .what is your a l ternat ive? To say ou r votes don ' t coun t? We have w o r k e d bard 

to come up w i t h a plan t ha t keeps costs be low $ .83 /Kwhl Wha t w o u l d have happened if tha t was the 

ou tcome? People wou ld have left , pu l led o f f t he grid...District d ies, t o w n closes down.. .That 's it...THE 

TOWN WOULD CLOSE DOWN. We are all empathet ic to f i xed incomes and th is plan gives us all " f i xed " 

mon th ly costs. I w i l l use Bob Cooksey and John We i l as an example. They are fu l l t ime year r ound 

consumers w h o use under t he lowest block o f 2400. If t hey take that block anyway the i r average 

increase in rate is about $ 3 0 / m o but they have 1200 more Kwh t o use and l ive by. Not everyone w i l l be 

happy w i t h this plan. Our t rans ient residents w i l l be hit t he hardest . 

KENT HINTZE - Not crit icizing...just wan ted to point it ou t 

CHIP - W e t r ied t o f ind a happy med ium but we can't a ccommoda te everyone and it was not easy 

KENT HINTZE - How come 2400 t o 4800 w i t h no 3600 block 

CHIP - Smaller blocks w o u l d mean more blocks t han our cu r ren t account ing system could handle 

MARGARET MITCHELL - You d id a fantast ic j ob . Being on a f ixed income, I appreciate i t ! M y 

Question...can I pre-pay and bui ld up a reserve so I don ' t have t o go t o the next block? 

CHIP-Abso lu te l y 

JEFF WELKER - If I go over 2400 towards end of year instead o f c o m m i t t i n g to the next block for ano ther 

year plus can I just pay t he penal ty rate fo r over usage? 

CHIP - Yes. And w e do not wan t t o lock anyone in. New p rogram so people w i l l need t ime t o adjust 

BOB COOKSEY - This is go ing t o cost us more but it 's really all w e can do 

DAN AUSTER - It 's be t te r than $ .83/Kwh 

TOM HILL - You explained it we l l . It is not r ight to point f ingers. We ( the board) vo lunteered t o look out 

fo r this t o w n not just ourselves. Personal Example...! used 4733 Kwh last year. Do I go w / 4 8 0 0 and hope 

I s tay under it? It is an ind iv idual decision fo r all o f us and w e have t o be careful . If w e had doub led 

rates it w o u l d have cost everyone more 

MARGARET MITCHELL - So the amoun t for the 4800 block is $232 per m o n t h ? 
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CHIP - Correct. I w i l l ask fo r a mo t i on to adopt the new ra te schedules. If adop ted , consumers w i l l have 

f r om 5 /1 /13 -5 /31 /13 t o choose. Anyone w h o does not pick a block on the i r o w n dur ing this t i m e w i l l be 

assigned t o Schedule 1 fo r residents. 

JEFF WELKER - Wi l l meters sti l l be read? 

C H I P - y e s 

DAN AUSTER - W i l l you be sending out Service Agreements? 

CHIP _ Service Agreements w i l l be mai led out and pre-f i l led in w i t h cus tomer name and account number 

etc. It is a 10 page document 

DAN AUSTER - Can I just pick up my SA? 

CHIP - By law the notices must be mai led, but the service agreements can be picked up. 

CHIP - (at 7 :20pm) I w i l l close the public po r t i on o f this mee t ing and ask for a m o t i o n to adopt the new 

rate schedules 

M o t i o n t o accept the new rate schedules as p resented made by Jim Bell

There 

was discussion by the board regarding the change t o the th resho ld o f 2,000 kwh t o 3,000 kwh . 
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TOM HILL - Amended his or ig inal m o t i o n t o accept ing t he revised Tari f f as p resented w i t h the change t o 

the threshold be tween smal l commerc ia l and large commerc ia l being e levated t o 3,000 kwh . 

TOM HILL - s tated If we do this change where does that leave us t o b r ing Beehive back on the gr id? 

CHIP - Very Possible 

TOM HILL - Restates his m o t i o n t o ref lect change fo r small commerc ia l t o 3000 Kwh average over a 12 

m o n t h per iod
